WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—Mr. 
Ro o sev elt’s eco no mists are blink­ 
ing fro m the glaringly bright ex­ 
po rt repo rts and changing their 
minds abo ut the amo unt o f fo reign 
trade to be expected fro m the 
war. The highest fo reign trade fo r 
any mo nth in 10 years was sho wn 
inpreliminary co mmerce depart­ 
ment figures fo r December. Ship: 
ments o f o ur pro ducts abro ad in­ 
creased $71,000,000 fro m No v em­ 
ber. 
This has been a little blinding 
to tho se pro phets who had co n­ 
fidently expected the war wo uld 
cause a shrinking in the expo rt 
field and they are no t quite sure 
what to make o f it. The increases 
are o nly partly due to war o r­ 
ders. Only $21,000,000 was ac­ 
co unted fo r by expo rts o f arms 
and 
ammunitio n, leav ing 
$50,- 
000,000 increase fo r all o ther pro d­ 
ucts. 


Officialdo m is exceptio nally se­ 
cretiv e abo ut who is taking what 
fro m us. The figures are co nsid­ 
ered co nfidential military info r­ 
matio n in this eco no mic war, but 
yo u can bank o n these fo llo wing 
disclo sures: 
In the first three mo nths o f 
the war there was no increase to 
the United Kingdo m and France. 
In December, ho wev er, o ur ex­ 
po rts to France were 227 per cent 
abo v e the prev io us December, o r 
mo re than three times as much. 
December expo rts to the United 
Kingdo m were up o nly 5% per 
cent o v er the prev io us perio d. 
f 
These increases to the two bel­ 
ligerents are largely due to the 
delay in buying until after the 
arms embargo was lifted in mid- 
No v ember. There were practically 
no airplane shipments to Great 
Britain and France during Sep­ 
tember and Octo ber. We shipped 
abo ut $25,000,000 wo rth o f planes 
and parts to Great Britain and 
France in December, $2,500,000 in 
No v ember. This is hardly eno ugh 
to make a mite o f difference in 
the general expo rt figures. 


What Britain has been taking 
fro m us in substantial quantities 
are: Petro leum pro ducts, metal 
wo rking machinery, trucks, and 
chemicals. France has been tak­ 
ing all these and in additio n co p­ 
per and co tto n. 
• In the first three mo nths o f the 
war o ur expo rts were 17 per cent 
abo v e last year, entirely due to 
increased 
expo rts 
to 
neutrals. 
Scandinav ian co untries bo ught 70 
per cent mo re; Canada abo ut 42 
per cent 
mo re; 
Latin-American 
co untries 40 per cent mo re. Much 
o f the So uth American expo rt in- 
• crease was due to metals, no tably 
iro n and steel. We also increased 
shipments to Japan o f scrap iro n 
and heav y steel. Russia has been 
purchasing unprecedented amo unts 
o f ferro allo ys and co pper, ap­ 
parently fo r Germany. The Reds 
go t mo re than $4,000,000 wo rth o f 
co pper in December, fo ur times 
as much as the preceding mo nth 
and 4000 times as much as their 
A no rmal mo nthly 19 38 av erage.

This fo reign demand is 
co n­ 
tinuing to expand up to the pres­ 
ent mo ment. Despite its weight, 
industrial pro ductio n is failing to 
measure up to January seaso nal 
increases. Inside 
estimates 
cut 
the federal reserv e bo ard index 
o f pro ductio n do wn to 121 in Jan­ 
uary, o ff 7 po ints fro m Decem­ 
ber. 
A further decline to 116 is ex­ 
pected in February; and 111 in 
March. 
This means that

war buying by American retail­ 
ers who wanted to sto ck up in 
anticipatio n o f higher 
prices 
is 
beginning to lev el o ff.

cussed at the annual meeting o f 
Oliv e Hillside Gro v es this after­ 
no o n in the new Oliv e Civ ic Cen­ 
ter audito rium. 
Just ho w much the freeze in 
Texas and Flo rida will reduce the 
v o lume o f citrus fruits to be o f­ 
fered the public this year is still 
a matter o f co njecture, acco rding 
to F. B. Maxwell, manager o f the 
packing ho use, and in this, he 
was substantiated by J. A. Stew­ 
ard, sales manager o f the Mutual 
Orange Distributo rs, the co o pera­ 
tiv e marketing o rganizatio n with 
which the Oliv e ho use is affiliat­ 
ed.

If 
these repo rts are true, then the 
market 
fo r Califo rnia 
o ranges 
will be better than it has been 
fo r sev eral years. Already the sit­ 
uatio n is reflected in the price o f 
nav els which are bringing mo re 
mo ney this week than they did 
during the same week last year. 
“ Inasmuch as Califo rnia’s 19 40 
cro p o f nav els and v alencias is, 
at this time, far superio r in quali­ 
ty to that o f last year, it seems 
certain that prices will be better 
than they hav e been fo r sev eral 
years.

Mo st peo ple think o f the perio d 
o f gro wing as that which co mes 
after the child’s birth and co n­ 
tinues thro ugh ado lescence. 
Actually , 
the 
perio d 
during 
which the child is still within the 
bo dy o f the mo ther is mo st im­ 
po rtant fo r gro wth. 
Experts in metabo lism estimate 
that the needs o f the gro wing 
child put an extra strain o n the 
pro spective m o ther amo unting to 
an increase in her nutritive re­ 
quirements o f fro m 10 to 100 per 
cent. 
At this time she m ust dis­ 
regard all her 
fo o d 
prejudices 
and must eat pro perly to save her 
o wn tissues and to aid tho se o f 
the co ming child. 
A well-kno wn nutritio nist po ints 
o ut that very few wo men get 
eno ugh iro n, pro tein and calcium 
daily , no t because they eat so lit 
tie but because they do no t select 
their fo o ds pro perly .

If the pro spective mo ther wants 
to assure herself 
o f 
sufficient 
amo unts 
o f 
the 
right 
fo o ds 
thro ugh her diet alo ne she wo uld 
eat: 
One quart o f milk daily , at 
least two servings daily o f fruit, 
including a citrus fruit like o r­ 
anges o r grapefruit; a t least o ne 
serving each daily 0f a raw vege­ 
table like a leafy green vegetable 
and a co o ked vegetable like beans, 
peas o r cabbage; o ne o r mo re eggs 
daily ; o ne o r mo re servings o f 
lean meat, especially liver, and 
o ccasio nally fish; so me who le grain 
breads o r cereals; so me butter 
and co d-liver o il, and a few o ther 
fo o ds to keep up her appetite by 
appealing to it and to supply cal 
o ries fo r energy . 
To this she 
sho uld add six to eight glasses o f 
w ater each day . 
When this list is studied it do es 
no t seem to be a great deal o f 
fo o d, y et this minimum amo unt 
is no t eaten by a go o d many 
pro spective mo thers. 
Because it 
is vital fo r the health and gro wth 
o f the unbo rn child, an effo rt 
must be made to see that every 
pro spective m o ther takes it. 
So me o f the latest research in­ 
dicates that swelling o f the tis­ 
sues, frequently o ccurring late in 
pregnancy , may be due to lack o f 
a sufficient amo unt o f the right 
pro tein fo o ds. 
An adequate supply o f pro tein 
is also im po rtant in co nnectio n 
with the later y ield o f milk. The 
mo ther who wants to nurse her 
o wn 
baby —and 
every 
mo ther 
sho uld if she po ssibly can—must 
take a diet with lo ts 
o f 
eggs, 
meat, fish and cheese.

LUCKY BROWDER 


Last week a couple of Communists g ot into 
trouble. One of them, Comrade Earl Browder, 
native-born American citizen, was convicted of 
passport fraud. At his trial, where he was per­ 
mitted to harang ue the jury for an hour, he said: 
"I am a Communist. I am secretary of the Ameri­ 
can Communist Party . I am proud of it" And he 
told of secret trips to Russian for revolutionary 
conferences. Browder was g iven a four-y ear sen­ 
tence, and turned loose on bail to address his 
fellow Communists as a marty r to the "cause." 
The other comrade, Max im Litvinov, a citizen 
of Soviet Russian, came under distrust of the 
Kremlin because, according to a cable dispatch 
from Copenhag en, he was “ a friend of the western 
democracies and, therefore, dang erous.” And, a c- 
cordmg to tha t dispatch, which has a strong ring 
of 
truth 
from 
reliable 
precedents, 
Comrade 
Litvinov had no public trial, addressed no jury , 
was not released on bail to speak to a ny crowds, 
g ot off with no lig ht prison sentence. He was 
backed ag ainst a w a ll and shot. 
Lucky Comrade Browder—to be under the laws 
of the American democracy he y ea rns to destroy ! 
Lnfortunate Comrade Litvinov—to be in Utopian 
Russia! Comrade Browder w ill ha ve tim e for quiet 
reflection in a federal prison cell. It m ig ht pay 
him, and many who embrace his views, to ponder 
tha t American tolerance for alien-dicta ted treach­ 
ery is g rowing strained in these times. Such luck 
may not la st forever, 


selves ha ve a long way to g o in their understand 
ing of wha t democracy means. 
In their fourth a rticle, under the heading , “ By 
the People," they make this statement: “ Their 
sy stem s (democracy ) of g overnment are not all 
a like, but three fea tures are common to them 
a representa tive sy stem, rule of the majority 
and popular suffra g e.” 
The women of the lea g ue would lead the people 
to believe tha t the United Sta tes is a land of ma­ 
jority rule. 
The fa cts of the m a tter are that, according to 
the la st census, the voters representing 117 ,67 7 ,- 
608 people in the United Sta tes could not chang e 
the Constitution which was esta blished by voters 
representing less than a m illion people. In other 
words, it would ta ke over 100 people, under cer­ 
tain circumstances, to vote for a chang e of Con­ 
stitution as compared with one man, who voted 
orig inally to adopt the covena nts set forth in the 
Constitution. 


The ex planation for the above Statement is as 
follows: It ta kes three-fourths of the sta tes to 
ra tify an amendment. So a fra ction over one- 
fourth, or 13 sta tes, can prevent an amendment 
from passing . The population of 35 sta tes having 
the la rg est population in the United Sta tes totals 
117 ,67 7 ,608 people. All of these people could vote 
for an amendment or a chang e of covena nt of 
the Constitution, and they could not chang e it. 
W hile this same document wa s esta blished when 
we had a population in 18 9 0, nea rest census, of 
3,569 ,056. At tha t time in m ost sta tes only proper­ 
ty owners voted, nor did women vote a t tha t time, 
so it is reasonable to sa y tha t less than a million 
people and their children esta blished a Constitu­ 
tion. And it only took a m a jority in ea ch sta te to 
ra tify so the Constitution w a s properly adopted 
by voters representing a ha lf-m illion people, in­ 
cluding 
children. 
Yet, 
now 
117 ,67 7 ,608 
people 
ca nnot chang e the w ill of ha lf a million people 
when the Constitution was adopted. 
Phe fia m ers of the Constitution never had any 
thoug ht of making this a majority rule country . 
They well realized tha t if they did the majority , 
who do not cherish liberty or freedom, or under­ 
stand it, would destroy the liberty and the free­ 
dom of the minority and chaos would prevail. 
So, when the Leag ue of Women Voters would 
educate the people to believe tha t our country , 
or a democracy , is based on majority rule, instead 
of on “ a way of life” that each man is entitled to 
the fruits of his labor, in order to be free, then 
these ladies, without knowing it, are only fur­ 
ther confusing the people and causing more m is­ 
ery , suffering and poverty . 
So, it seem s absurd for women who pose as 
lea ders and educators to be sending out essa y s or 
democracy with such errors and such m isrepresen­ 
ta tions. The kind of a democracy we wa nt and the 
kind of a democracy the framers of the Consti­ 
tution tried to establish, is one tha t w ill permit 
the g rea test possible freedom for every individual 
and the g rea test prosperity for men as a whole. 
The columns of this paper are open, of course, 
to a ny member of the Leag ue of Women Voters 
to g ive evidence that democracy rea lly m ea ns 
majority rule or that the above conclusions a re 
not factual.

THE LABOR BOARD AMENDS CONSTITUTION 


(Chicag o Tribune) 


There may still be in this country some citizens 
who think that the New Deal presents no menace 
to civil liberty as g uaranteed in the constitution. 
To such persons a reading of the la test decision 
of the labor board, deny ing freedom of the press, 
is recommended.

The decision was rendered in a case broug ht by 
the automobile workers’ union ag ainst the Ford 
Motor company . Printed matter setting forth Mr. 
Ford’s 
opinion 
that 
his 
employ es 
mig ht 
lose 
rather than g ain from joining a union were dis­ 
tributed to workmen at the Ford plant at Somer­ 
ville, Mass. 
The labor board found that this 
constituted a violation of the Wag ner Act. 
Ac­ 
cording ly , the company was ordered to "desist 
from . . . 
disseminating among its 
employ es 
statements 
or propag anda which disparag e 
or 
criticize labor org anizations. . . . ” 


T h e constitution of the United Sta tes say s in so 
many words that cong ress shall make no law 
abridg ing the freedom of the press. 
The labor 
board has 
amended 
the 
constitution 
to 
read, 
"Cong ress shall make no law, ex cept the Wag ner 
act, abridg ing the freedom of the press.” 
It need 
scarcely be added that if the* labor board can 
amend the constitution at will, all the other ad­ 
m inistra tive ag encies can do the same, with the 
result tha t freedom of the press and, indeed, all 
the other liberties specified in the bill of rig hts, 
will be nonex istent.

I say we 
for I was a t one time one of them, 
althoug h I consider m y self one of 
the more fortunate ones as my 
home was located on the bank of 
a small stream belted with tim ­

hold out false promises of better­ 
ing his condition. 
The thing to

society itself. 
Thus we see un­ 
just 
social 
conditions 
promote 
Communism.

There is far more sig nificance 
behind Britain’s curtailment

end perhaps, tending to pull this 
country into the war. 
To g et the complete picture, it

is necessary

strateg y . It is 
complicated, 
but 
important. 
1st, the Allies are now planning 
to buy 10,000 new airplanes in the 
United Sta tes. This is in addition 
to the 
planes

The new planes (as well as

old) will cost an averag e of $100,- 
000 each, making a tota l airplane 
bill for new planes alone 
of 
one 
billion dollars. 
2nd, under the Neutrality Act, 
this bill must be paid

And when the French and British 
pay for other supplies

more dollar*; just about

their ready cash. 
3rd, having no more ready cash, 
the Allies must curtail other pur­ 
chases 
in

Sta tes. 
Secretly this is a m atter of vig or 
ous debate between some of th# 
French and 
British 
purchasing 
ag ents in this country . The B rit­ 
ish, a t first, wanted to save some 
of their money for cotton, 
oil, 
steel and other basic raw m ater­ 
ials. The French favored putting 
every thing into airplanes. In the 
end the French 
prevailed. 
Air­ 
planes will be placed 
ahead 
of 
every thing else. 
4th, this means (a) that the Al­ 
lies not only will cut other

penditures to the bone, but (b) 
they will seek to secure cash in 
other markets. This fa ct ex plains 
why Cordell Hull’s trade trea ties 
haven’t the g host of a chance of 
succeeding while the war 
con­ 
tinues.

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These are some of the debasing 
economic vag aries which can be 
dislodg ed, a t lea st from leading 
minds;

Intellig ent people can be taug ht 
to see tha t from the economic 
point of view it is immaterial 
to us who, or what form of g ov­

we may say, the house of t-epre- 
sen tativ es en acts laws that pro­ 
mote Commun ism, an d the ridic­ 
ulous part of the whole thin g is 
that they then form a committee 
composed of their own members 
to in v estigate con dition s that re­ 
sult from the fiscal laws which 
they hav e created! 
Un der these circumstan ces, it 
is hardly to be expected that the 
Dies committee will do more than 
look to the effect of its own 
acts. 
Should the body attempt 
to trace to its source that which 
produces Commun ism as it ex­ 
ists in America, the in v estigation 
would n ot lead them to Russia, 
but to the committee rooms of 
the house of represen tativ es. 
In 
v iew of this fact, it is un reason ­ 
able to hope that the activ ities of 
the Dies committee will result 
otherwise than in the en actmen t 
of legislation which will in crease, 
rather than curb, the spread of 
Commun ism in this coun try. 
If there are forces at work in 
America which seek to in troduce 
foreign ideologies 
(an d we all 
kn ow that there are), they should 
be in v estigated, but these forces 
will gain n o foothold if our Amer­ 
ican laws are just an d apply to 
all our citizen s alike. 
Commun ism is the outgrowth of 
un just laws, laws that create so­ 
cial con dition s in which the great 
wealth of the n ation is con cen ­ 
trated in the han ds of a fewf, 
while the masses of the people 
hav e n ot the n ecessities of life. 
The Dies committee may in v esti­ 
gate “un -American activ ities" un ­ 
til the en d of time, but so lon g 
as con dition s that CAUSE the 
growth of Commun ism in America 
exist, its efforts will coun t n ot 
at all. 
The on ly kn own method 
of doin g away w'ith an effect is 
to remov e its cause. 
When laws 
that promote 
Commun ism 
are 
repealed, then , an d then on ly, 
will 
“un -American 
activ ities” 
cease. 
There is n o other way. 
The man who is busy an d who 
receiv es the full reward for his 
labors, who has the n ecessities of 
life, is the man to whom n o ap­ 
peals of an alien ideology can be 
made. 
He has what he needs an d 


in fluen ce be reflected upon that 
people, an d if the gov ern men t 
habitually breaks the moral code, 
the effect upon the people can n ot 
be other than bad. 
An example 
has been set which n aturally will 
followed. Therefore, may we n ot 
place a large portion of the blame 
again st a gov ern men t which sys­ 
tematically div erts public rev en ue 
to priv ate 
in div iduals 
without 
compen sation , an d at the same 
time employs a system of taxa­ 
tion which is essen tially a system 
of robbery from first to last. 
Liberty was 
the 
great urge 
which drov e our forefathers to 
foun d this Democracy, an d to con ­ 
tin ue, our Democracy must keep 
to the n atural laws of justice an d! 
liberty. 
“Liberty is justice, an d 
justice is the n atuVal law. 
Un less its foun dation s be laid in 
justice, the social structure can ­ 
n ot stan d.” 
Giv e a man his lib­ 
erty to liv e an d to receiv e the 
full reward of his labor an d there 
will be n o n eed of a Dies com­ 
mittee to in v estigate “un -Ameri­ 
can activ ities.”
